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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments set forth in the Appeal Brief filed 16 April 2007 were persuasive 
and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jones et al. 
(United States Patent No. 6,409,504) in view of Weiss et al. (United States Patent No. 
5,740,266). 

Jones et al. disclose a computer implemented method for separating gingiva from a tooth 
on a computer model of the gingiva and the tooth. The method includes the steps of defining a 
closed cutting surface passing thru a line between the gingival and a crown of the tooth, wherein 
the closed cutting surface comprises a crown portion surrounding the crown of the tooth and a 
root portion approximating the shape of the root of the tooth and applying the cutting surface to 
separate the gingival from the tooth (see col. 14, lines 45-58; col. 15, lines 12-26; col. 16, lines 1- 
5; claim 25). Jones et al. however does not disclose the crown portion of the cutting surface 
being a greater volume than that of the crown of the tooth. Weiss et al. disclose a computer 
implemented method of processing digital medical images by using a cutting volume or mask 
which is larger than the image in order to determine the accurate size or shape of the actual 
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object. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to form crown portion of the cutting 
surface of a greater volume than that of the crown of the tooth in the method of Jones et al. in 
view of Weiss et al. in order to determine the accurate size and/or shape of the crown of the 
tooth. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 16 April 2007, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) s 1-31 under Jones et al. have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new 
ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Weiss et al.
